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Second man arrested on murder charge

A second man has 
been arrested on murder 
charges in connection to 
a body discovered Oct. 1 
in Fleming County. 

The body, which has 
not been positively iden¬ 
tified, is believed to be 
that of Randall Russ, a 
54-year-old Dry Ridge 
man who has been miss¬ 
ing for nearly two 
months. 

The second arrest 
comes a week after 
Charles Black, 50, of 
Hillsboro was arrested 


and charged with mur¬ 
der, two counts of tam¬ 
pering with physical 
evidence and theft by 
unlawful taking auto- 
over $500 in connection 
with the investigation. 

Lexington Police 
located Kevin Howard, 
37 of Owingsville, on 
Oct. 8 and Kentucky 
State Police have also 
charged Howard with 
murder, two counts of 
tampering with physical 
evidence and theft by 
unlawful taking auto- 
over $500. 

Howard is being held 
at the Fayette County

Authorities are also 
waiting on results of an 
autopsy before deter¬ 
mining the cause of 
death. 

Black told detectives 
that he and Howard were 
with Russ at his resi¬ 
dence around Aug. 15 in

When he returned, 
Black alleges that he 
discovered Russ lying in 
the back bedroom, 
bound at his feet and 
legs and gagged. 

Black said Russ was 
dead. 

The two men then 


carried Russ’ body into 
the back of Russ’ vehi¬ 
cle and drove it to 
Ringos Grange City 
Road, along the river. 

Black told detectives 
that he and Howard dug 
a grave and put Russ in 
it. 

According to the 
arrest citation, Black 
said he assisted in burn¬ 
ing the grave, along with 
a mattress taken from 
the residence Russ was 
removed from. 

The detectives went 
to the location given by 
Black and discovered 
the grave, which had 


concrete cinder blocks 
placed over it. 

Black also told detec¬ 
tives that he drove and 
left the deceased man’s 
vehicle at Fort 
Boonesborough State 
Park and used the man’s 
ATM card to withdraw 
$ 200 . 

KSP has confirmed 
that a 2006 green Ford 
Focus belonging to Russ 
was recovered by KSP 
Post 7 in Richmond near 
the entrance of Fort 
Boonesborough State 
Park with the key still in 
the ignition.

Escaped 

inmate 

caught

An escaped inmate is back in custody at 
the Grant County Detention Center after 
more than a month of freedom. 

Uriah Lee Snyder, 31, was caught last 
week by the Parke County, Indiana, Sheriff’s 
Office, in Rockville, Indiana. 

He was extradited back to Kentucky on 
Oct. 13 by Bobby Webb and Mike Webster 
of the Grant County Sheriff’s Office. 

Snyder was in jail on probation charges 
stemming from prior charges of second- 
degree robbery. 

He was found living in a tent behind a 
friend’s house with his girlfriend, said 
Sheriff Chuck Dills. 

The girlfriend, Cristen Florimonte, was 
also wanted for a probation violation out of 
Boone County. 

Synder was discovered missing from the 
morning prisoner count at the Grant County 
Detention Center early Sept. 6. 

Officials at the detention center called the 
Kentucky State Police around 7:40 a.m. to 
report the missing inmate. 

Snyder was a Class D inmate, who have 
minimum security in jail and do labor daily 
throughout the county. 

Jailer Terry Peeples previously said 
Snyder threw a blanket over a razor wire 
fence and climbed over to escape. 

Peeples said after Snyder got out of the 
jail someone was waiting in a vehicle near 
the Northern Kentucky Health Department 
down the road from the facility. 

Peeples said Snyder is originally from 
Indianapolis, which is about 50 miles away 
from where he was caught. 

Synder had been lodged in the Grant 
County jail for about three months before his 
escape. 

He was indicted by a Grant County grand 
jury in September on charges of escape in

Community members will 
gather Oct. 23 to discuss how to 
be part of the solution against 
dmg abuse in Grant County. 

The town hall meeting will be 
from 6:30 to 8 p.m. at Grant 
County High School. 

Last fall. Champions for a 
Dmg Free Grant County held a 


similar town hall meeting 
focused on the rising heroin epi¬ 
demic with more than 300 peo¬ 
ple in attendance. 

“Our goal for that event was 
to really educate the community 
about the heroin epidemic and to 
raise awareness about available 
resources for treatment and 
recoveiy,” said Camille Croweak, 
chairperson for Champions for a 
Dmg Free Grant County. “This 


year, we have chosen to focus on 
the prevention of all substance 
use by our youth - not strictly 
heroin. We want to emphasize to 
our youth that they need to make 
safe choices, and how important 
it is for them to not begin using 
substances of any kind.” 

The meeting is designed for 
all community members and par¬ 
ents, as well as middle-school 
aged youth. 


Sessions will be separated for 
the adults and youth focusing on 
how to recognize substance use, 
how to communicate with teens 
and how for teens to make safe 
choices.

relive my slip and slide 
glory days! 

With an unwise choice 
of footwear, any attempt 
at running down the sub¬ 
sequent hill was futile as I 
slipped repeatedly. 

After making it up and 
down a steep hill, we ar¬ 
rived at our first difficult 
obstacle. 

We were asked to climb 
up and over a wall about 
five or six logs high. 

My wife achieved the 
challenge beautifully.

Wireworms in 


ANOTHER PLACE IN TIME 



your potatoes 

I have a decent harvest of potatoes this year, most 
of them are clean as a whistle; a few have a tinge 
of green (because a little sun shone down on 
them when they were curing on the veranda of the 
barn...my fault) and best of all none have the tiny 
holes left by the dreaded wireworm. If you do have 
lots of tiny holes in your potatoes you likely saw the 
tough little yellow or rust colored worms when you 
were digging your crop. Just in the last two weeks 
four people have inquired about this pest asking, 
“what are the tiny holes in my potatoes and how do 
I prevent them?” 

The wireworm is the larval stage of the adult 
click beetle. Both have names that adequately de¬ 
scribe their most pronounced feature: the click bee¬ 
tle makes a clicking noise when disturbed and the 
wireworm is a hard-shelled slender worm that likes 
to eat potatoes. Well, it may not be that they are ac¬ 
tually eating our potatoes, scientists are not entirely 
sure if they are tunneling through our tubers looking 
for moisture or if they are looking for a little shelter. 

The click beetle is benign and does no damage 
to crops but the wireworm is a great nemesis to root 
crops because of its unusually long life cycle. An 
infested garden can remain so for up to six years be¬ 
cause the mature hard-shelled larvae can live two to 
six years in this stage before it develops into a beetle. 
The beetle lays its eggs in pasture or sod areas 
so newly dug potato patches 
where sod once was can be a 
problem and since the wire- 
worms can persist for many 
years planting potatoes in the 
same plot can also be prob¬ 
lematic. 

Soil cultivation 
of the garden 

Commercially wireworms 
can be a problem because 
of decreased quality yields 
but for the home gardener 
the damage is almost more 
cosmetic. Early tunneling in 
seed potatoes can result in de¬ 
creased yields because of re¬ 
duced plant vigor or rot; later 
the tunneling means that ma¬ 
ture potatoes will have a shorter shelf life and longer 
kitchen duty because you will have to do quite a bit 
of paring as you prepare the crop for dinner. 

The best defense against wireworms is to dili¬ 
gently rotate your potato patch each year, avoiding 
a repeat planting for six years; in a perfect world, 
right? This is not practical for most gardeners but 
do try to rotate as well as you can. The wireworm is 
difficult to control otherwise. 

Chemical applications are limited and difficult 
because wireworms move through the soil efficient¬ 
ly and soil saturation would be hard to achieve and it 
would likely not persist through the growing season 
for continued protection for maturing tubers. Plus, 
who wants a chemical spill all over your potatoes. 

Beyond crop rotation there are other biologi¬ 
cal approaches to deterring wireworms. Plant out 
larger fields of potatoes after alfalfa (or use this as 
a cover crop in smaller gardens). There are some 
beneficial nematodes that can be applied to potato 
patches several months prior to planting (see www. 
gardensalive.com for nematodes). You can also do 
some seasonal cultivation of the garden, turning the 
soil weekly in the spring and fall to expose worms 
to birds and other predators and in the winter to also 
expose larvae to the elements.

The good life 

C hristians would get a lot further with their political 
and cultural recommendations if they were known 
as living examples of the good life, the life well- 
lived, and a morally flourishing and thus joyful commu¬ 
nity. But what is this “good life?” To begin with we should 
act as a community of grace, and as Christians we are 
uniquely positioned to demonstrate. 

But it’s reducible to one quality that is with God him¬ 
self (1 John 4:8 he who does not love does not know God, 
for God is love.) and the chief distinguishing characteristic 
of every Christian: love. And so it is also an unmistakable 
characteristic of a Christian community. The influence of 
Christian love in a community begins with peace. A com¬ 
munity unscarred by prejudice, distrust or strife. The idea 
that people neither lock their doors nor chain their bikes, 
sadly we have as an entire nation moved well beyond 
this era. Our standards have been debased, our morals de¬ 
bauched, our culture liquidated in order to feign equality 
with primitives. We behave like a conquered people. 

But the good life reaches even to communitywide 
friendship. 

The presumption of goodwill in one’s neighbors and the 
generous offer of kindness. This is everything from a warm 
greeting on the sidewalk, helping people in grief or in ex¬ 
ceptional need. Generosity is a mark of friendship. 

The joy of friendship culminates with people who live 
in genuine community, celebrating the things they hold 
dear together. Coming together, feasting, enjoying laugh¬ 
ter, caring for each other and random acts of kindness that 
can be seen and felt throughout a community builds some¬ 
thing that is remarkable. 

Dad’s and Mom’s being committed to their marriage 
vows, honoring God with their marriage, raising their chil¬ 
dren in the nurture and admonition of the Lord, seeking to 
make their home and all that takes place in it and through 
it something that honors God and God alone. This is only 
successfully accomplished 
when Jesus Christ is the cen¬ 
ter of all that which takes 
place. These very things are 
the foundation of a healthy 
community. 

But there is no tmly good 
life on earth apart from com¬ 
munion with God in heaven. 
You cannot tmly love your 
neighbor while hating God. 
To hate God is to idolize 
self, which in turn corrodes 
every human relationship. 
Of course, Christ is both the 
bridge between heaven and 
earth and the bond between 
man and neighbor. 

Loving relationships are 
what make life good. The 
quality of one’s life can be 
measured by the quality of 
one’s love for others. Narcissists cannot be happy. The 
good life in Christ, even as only glimpsed here, shapes our 
spiritual, secular and political choices. If people were to see 
commitment, peace, friendship, and kindness commonly 
marking a Christian-dominated community, they might 
notice how little these people owe to expansive govern¬ 
ment and how much they owe to Christ. Christian commu¬ 
nities, our community, would be strong for the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ and living counterarguments to what the world 
is saying is the “good life” 1 John 2:15 says, do not love 
the world or the things in the world. If anyone loves the 
world, the love of the Father is not in him. For all that is in 
the world—the lust of the flesh, the lust of the eyes, and the 
pride of life—is not of the Father but is of the world. And 
the world is passing away, and the lust of it; but he who 
does the will of God abides forever. 

We miss out on a lot when we individualize and secu¬ 
larize our view of the good life. Which “good life” will you 
choose, one that builds a counterargument to the world or 
one that promotes the world?

“So I see you guys 
live east of me, Mr. B.

your house?” 

“That will be 
easy,’’Morn and Dad 
laughed as Dad spoke “Just 
look for the sign that has a 


picture of wiener dogs in 
the yard. You can’t miss 
us.” 

“Oh, I added when 
Dad was finished, “there’s 
a patch of grass that’s no 
longer green but yellow.” 
Everyone laughed, though 
I didn’t see what was funny 
about dead yellow grass. 

“Well I’ll keep my eyes 
open for yellow grass then, 
Mr. B. said as he winked. 
“See you folks around 
dinnertime tomorrow.” 

“Mom, Mr. B. says he’s 
from Kentucky, but it sure 
doesn’t sound like it. He 
knows things that we’ve 
never heard of, and he says 
goofy phrases like ‘sure as 
shootin’ and says winder 
instead of window and 
fellar instead of fellow."

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Kellam takes 10th at boy’s state golf tourney

Cody Kellam golfer 
started the state tourna¬ 
ment off with a bogey, but 
the Grant County High 
School senior quickly 
bounced backed. 

The golfer, who fin¬ 
ished 10th in the KHSAA 
State Golf Champion¬ 
ships in Bowling Green 
Oct. 10-11, birdied his 
second hole by making 
about a 20-foot putt. 

He would go on to 
make one more bogey 
and one more birdie for 
the rest of the first day 
while also making seven 
pars. 

The most impressive 
stretch took place during 
his last three holes when 
the rain had settled in. 

At certain times during 
the last two holes, it be¬ 
came a driving rain. 

After he hit a nice six 
iron on hole his 12th hole 
play was stopped after the 
storm sirens sounded. 

Play was suspended 
overnight and they would 


have to come back at 7:15 
a.m. the next morning. 

He finished the day at 
even par. 

“On Friday, I told both 
his parents that I would 
be happy if he would be 
able to play the rest of 
his round at +3 or better,” 
said Braves boys golf 
coach Michael Camacho. 
“He still had in my opin¬ 
ion some of the toughest 
holes to play and it was 
cooler on Saturday morn¬ 
ing than it was on Friday. 

Cody brought it in at 
+2 limiting damage to 
just two bogeys after hit¬ 
ting drives into the trees. 
I thought he handled 
those situations rather 
well because he avoided 
having a big number that 
could ruin his round. His 
74 placed him into a tie 
for 12th place individu¬ 
ally after round one.” 

Round 2 began just 
about 45 minutes after 
round one had ended. 

“Our goal was to just 
have fun and enjoy a 
round of golf,” Cama¬ 
cho said. “Cody imme¬ 


diately noticed that the 
ball was not traveling 
as far in round two. He 
made a nice par save on 
the first hole but ran into 
some trouble on the next 
three. He had made three 
straight bogeys and was 
battling some personal 
inner demons. I was se¬ 
riously worried that his 
round was in danger of 
blowing up. However, I 
told him in the number 
five fairway that he had 
the talent to go under par 
from that point on and 
he should have faith in 
his ability to do so.

That chain of events 
helped Kellam nail down 
an impressive 10th place 


finish. 

“It was a great ac¬ 
complishment as an indi¬ 
vidual but I would rather 
have been there with my 
team,” Kellam said. 

Kellam was also 
awarded the Leachmann 
GMC Buick Cadillac 
$500 Scholarship for 
Excellence in Academ¬ 
ics and Leadership.

Presenters will include Deputy Robert Morgan of the 
Grant County Sheriff’s Office, Officer Adam Argullin of the 
Florence Police Department and Karen Edwards, a retired 
counselor from Williamstown Schools. 

Williamstown Mayor Rick Skinner will serve as modera¬ 
tor. 

There will also be representatives from community orga¬ 
nizations that provide treatment, recovery and other support to 
families in Grant County. 

While the meeting will not focus exclusively on one par¬ 
ticular dmg, Croweak said the number of heroin overdoses 
continues to increase, along with the amount of dmg seizures 
by law enforcement in the region. 

It has been a struggle to find the perfect solution to the 
problem, she said. 

“This epidemic will require a multi-faceted approach by 
the community, which will include prevention, treatment, 
recovery, law enforcement and more,” Croweak said. “As a 
region, we have spent the last two years pulling together 
resources from all sectors to find a solution, and it has been a 
slow process. There are several community groups working 
to find an answer and to provide help, but it can be difficult.” 

There will also be a recovery meeting at 8 p.m. led by Bro. 
Jim Sears of Mason Baptist Church in Corinth. 

The meeting is open to anyone that needs support because 
of addiction in their life or a family member’s life. 

The purpose of the meeting is to begin creating new sup¬ 
port groups throughout the community and to make people 
aware of those that already exist. 

Whether it is becoming a member of the Champions for a 
Dmg Free Grant County coalition or signing a youth up for a 
new after-school activity, Croweak said there will be plenty of 
ways to become involved at the meeting.. 

“It’s a great learning opportunity for all involved, includ¬ 
ing the panelists themselves,” she said. “We hope to have a 
large audience that night, and would love to see every 
middle school student in the county in attendance.” 

Champions for a Drug Free Grant County meets 
at 9 a.m. the first Monday of every month at the 
Grant County Cooperative Extension Office. 


MentorHOPE helps at-risk youth

The statistics are alarming. 

Sixty-three percent of 
youth suicides are from father¬ 
less homes. 

Ninety percent of all 
homeless and mnaway chil¬ 
dren are living without fathers 
in their fives. 

Of all high school drop¬ 
outs, 71 percent come from 
fatherless homes. 

A new non-profit, faith- 
based program in Grant 
County hopes to alter those 
statistics by matching local 
at-risk children from single 
parent households with 
Christian adults. 

MentorHOPE, a one-on- 
one mentoring program, tar¬ 
gets children ages 6 to 14 
years old. 

“Our vision is to provide a 
future and hope for our 
youth,” said Chris Barker, 
president and founder of 
MentorHOPE. “In today’s 
society, kids need more guid¬ 
ance and direction now more 
than ever in a positive way. 
Fatherless homes have been 
called a ‘cancer in our cul¬ 
ture,’ and rightly so. The nega¬ 
tive influences, emotional 
strain and lack of guidance are 
ever so present. When fathers 


are absent in a child’s fife, they 
are left without a God-given 
resource of growth, develop¬ 
ment and love.” 

The program began with a 
broken-hearted Barker, who 
had recently become a 
Christian, had a vision for 
children growing up without 
fathers and mothers back in 
2012 . 

After researching for pro¬ 
grams for eight months, 
Barker ran across MentorKids 
KY, located in Owensboro. 

Barker learned how the 
program was ran after several 
visits and in March 2014 he 
started MentorHOPE in Grant 
County. 

The program is currently 
operating with Revive Church 
in Williamstown. 

“Mentors bridge the gap 
for kids who are growing up 
without fathers or mothers,” 
Barker said. “They are not 
trained psychologists or social 
workers. But, they are com¬ 
mitted, available and willing 
to love on a child.” 

The program works by 
matching a volunteer Christian 
mentor with an at-risk child. 

MentorHOPE targets 
youth between 6 and 14 years 
old with one of the following 
risk factors: from a family 


with a parent in prison; living 
in a single parent home or 
non-traditional home; any 
type of court contact; evi¬ 
dence of substance abuse; lag¬ 
ging behind in school or has 
dropped out or a histoiy of 
physical and/or sexual abuse. 

There is a detailed screen¬ 
ing process for the mentors to 
go through before being quali¬ 
fied to participate in the pro¬ 
gram. 

Along with state, county 
and U.S. background checks, 
the mentor goes through a 
interview process, a home 
assessment and they must 
demonstrate his/her walk with 
Christ, said Barker. 

Once selected, the mentor 
is asked to call the child week¬ 
ly by telephone and then 
choose from two to four hours 
a week, two to four hours bi¬ 
weekly, four hours a month or 
at least four hours monthly, in 
which to meet with the child. 

The mentor communi¬ 
cates with the parent or guard¬ 
ian on a set time during the 
week to go and pick up the 
child and spend some time 
with them. 

Activities vary according 
to the volunteer and the child, 
but can include going to sport¬ 
ing events, movies, hunting, 


fishing and camping. 

“We currently have 10 
matches with three kids on the 
waiting fist and two mentors 
waiting,” Barker said. “Our 
goal this year is to match 20 
kids with a mentor.” 

The Grant County Schools 
have been giving referrals for 
students who are potential 
candidates for the program, 
said Barker. The Family 
Resource coordinators of 
Grant County Schools have 
brochures to share with par¬ 
ents or guardians. 

To make the program a 
success, more qualified men¬ 
tors are needed. 

Anyone interested in being 
a mentor can stop by the 
Revive Church during operat¬ 
ing hours for an application 
and brochure or they can con¬ 
tact Chris Barker at 859-250- 
2644 or by e-mail at men- 
torhopeky@gmail.com. 

“MentorHOPE is dedicat¬ 
ed to bringing hope and 
resources to a new generation 
by partnering with schools, 
churches, businesses, and 
other community based orga¬ 
nizations,” Barker said. “I 
oversee all the matches to 
insure the best possible men¬ 
toring experience for the 
child.”

LEVYING AN AD VALOREM TAX THEREON FOR 
THE CITY PURPOSE; AND PROVIDED FOR THE 
PAYMENT AND COLLECTION OF SUCH TAXES, 
AND PENALTIES AND INTEREST THEREON; AND 
DESCRIBING THE PURPOSES FOR WHICH SUCH 
TAXES SO COLLECTED SHALL BE 
APPROPRIATED AND USED. 

PURSUANT TO KRS 92.520, ET SEQ ., KRS 132.285 
AND KRS 134.420, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY 
OF CRITTENDEN, IN GRANT COUNTY, 
KENTUCKY, A FOLLOWS: 

SECTION I 

Property Assessment by Use of PVA Assessment 

The City of Crittenden hereby provides for the 
assessment of all real and personal property within the 
corporate limits of the City of Crittenden by the use of 
the annual assessment thereof by the Property Valuation 
Administrator of Grant County, Kentucky. 

SECTION II 

Real Property Ad Valorem Tax Levy 

The City Council of the City of Crittenden does hereby 
levy an ad valorem tax at the rate of $0,203 Dollars upon 
each ONE HUNDRED DOLLARS of assessed value of all 
real property subject to ad valorem taxation by the City of 
Crittenden for the year 2014. 

SECTION III 

Personal Property Ad Valorem Tax Levy 

The City Council of the City of Crittenden does hereby 
levy an ad valorem tax at the rate of $0,203 Dollars upon 
each ONE HUNDRED DOLLARS of assessed value of all 
personal property subject to ad valorem taxation by the 
City of Crittenden for the year 2014. 

SECTION IV 

Discount and Delinquent Taxes 

The taxes imposed hereby shall be due and payable on or 
before the 1st day of January 2015, at the Office of the 
City Clerk of the City of Crittenden, 117 South Main 
Street, Crittenden, Kentucky 41030, and shall be 
delinquent on January 2, 2015. If paid prior to November 
15, 2014, there shall be a Two (2%) Percent discount. 
After January 1, 2015, there shall be added thereto an 
interest penalty at the rate of Five percent (5%) per annum 
from January 2, 2015 until March 1, 2015, thereafter, there 
shall be a penalty of Ten (10%) Percent until paid, plus the 
cost of collection including court costs and attorney’s fee. 

SECTION V 

Lien for Taxes 

The City of Crittenden has and claims a lien upon the 
property assessed pursuant to the terms hereof for taxes 
and levied thereon pursuant to the terms thereof and for all 
penalties, interest, fees, commissions, charges and other 
expenses, including court costs and attorney’s fees 
incurred by reason of delinquency in payment of the tax 
bill therefore or in the process of collecting it and such lien 
has priority over all other obligations or liabilities for 
which the property is liable. 

SECTION VI 

Purpose of Tax 

The taxes levied and collected pursuant to the terms 
hereof shall be deposited in the General Fund of the City 
of Crittenden and appropriated an used for general 
operating expenses of the City of Crittenden for the fiscal 
year. 

SECTION VII 
Provisions Severable 

The invalidity of any provision of this ordinance shall 
not affect the validity of any other provision.
